still in its old­ 
est art—the a rt of governm ent. 
Even Europe is doing fairly well, 
In everything hut governm ent and 
the 
things 
governm ent 
controls. 
Its farina and factories are produc­ 
ing and Its people are doing busi­ 
ness, in spite of the handicap of 
unsound 
governm ent 
finance. 
Business is worst In the Balkanized 
E ast, where petty new states, in­ 
stead of promoting business, are 
seeking to monopolize it each for 
itself. 
But 
generally 
business 
throughout the world has made a 
m arvelous recovery. 
The demor­ 
alization is all in governm ents. 
B t that is catastrophic. 
It is 
governm ental, not business failure 
th at 
has 
made 
the 
ciphers 
in 
money a joke everyw here east of 
the Rhine, it is governm ents that 
still load Europe with staggering 
w eights of armies, and the dan­ 
c e rs which those arm ies watch all 
corno from governments. It is gov­ 
ernm ents that can not settle or 
even discuss their differences. 
It 
is tho governments, not the busi­ 
n e s s e s ^ Europe, that are morally 
and financially bankrupt. 
And if the world blows up again 
govern menu. will do it.

Even economic laws are sub­ 
ject to the exception which Ein­ 
stein has formulated for the law 
of gravitation—that they do not 
work beyond a certain speed. 
For instance, there is ‘‘Gresh­ 
am 's law,*’ as they taught it to us 
in college— that “bad money drives 
out good.” T hat is true, when the 
bad money is only twice or ten or J 
tw enty tim es worse than the good 
money. 
Nobody will pay a bill in 
pounds lf he can pay it in francs, 
or In dollars if he can pay it in 
founds. 
But when It gets many thousands 
or even millions of tim es worse, as 
has happened to m arks, kronen and 
rubles, then the reverse happens 
The bad money is so bad, and is 
so liable to get even worse, thatj 
good money begins to circulate, 
j 
American dollars are circulating ( 
in Germany, A ustria and Russia, 
and business is done in them . T h e : 
Bolshevik governm ent has coined! 
the silver ornam ents stolen from 
the churches into silver rubles, and 
is only hesitating to put them out 
for fear of suddenly demoralizing 
everything. 
Old gold and silver 
coins are beginning to come out of 
stockings and buried pots, even in 
European Russia, and eastern Si­ 
beria is almost on a coin basis. 
When the bad money gets bad 
enough, it is the good money that 
drives out bad. 
For th at m atter, 
the same thing has happened in 
China for years. 
The native cur­ 
rencies are, to be sure, only moder­ 
ately worse than foreign money, 
and are therefore norm ally within 
tho scope of G resham 's law, but 
they are so various In their stand­ 
ards and so fluctuating 
in their 
values 
as 
to be 
intolerable 
in 
perm anent transactions. 
So stab­ 
ler money, usually Mexican dollars, 
or their equivalent, or established 
weights 
of uncoined 
metal, like 
“T a iw a n taels,” have taken their 
place In international exchange.

One editorial writer who is frequently offered op­ 
portunities to invest in oil pools of fabulous promise, 
and “gilt-edged securities" of which no established 
financier seems to have heard, has what he calls an 
acid test to apply to all such propositions.

mits the following questions to the promoter or so­ 
licitor: 
“Give me the names of IO persons for whom your 
schemes have made money in the past. 
“Furnish me a sworn statement showing how much 
of your own money and that of your immediate as­ 
sociates you have put into your enterprise. 
“Furnish me statements from reputable bankers 
and business men that you have made your money 
honestly if you have made any. 
“If your oil pool is so ‘fabulously rich’ why don’t 
you ask Standard Oil to develop it instead of solicit­ 
ing my poor $25 subscription?” 
The last question is varied to suit the particular 
bonanza offered, but the spirit of inquiry remains 
the same. 
The author says it is usually safe to bet 
that he never will hear of the matter again, for he 
seldom does.

VOICES FOR POSTERITY 


Suppose, in tearing down a building erected a cen­ 
tury ago, the wreckers could extract from the corner­ 
stone not only the old coins, newspapers, etc., usually 
deposited in such places, but the living voices of those 
who spoke in the ceremonies of dedication, of the 
greatest statesmen, actors or singers then living. Who 
would not thrill at the sound of such voices from the 
past? 
In the future that will be done as a matter of 
course. 
The National Opera of France has just de­ 
posited in a vault phonographic records of the voices 
of the greatest singers of the present day. 
Such 
records, the experts say. can be kept unimpaired 
for thousands of years in hermetically sealed jars. 
The same thing may soon be done systematically, 
not only with singers’ voices but with the voices of 
important personages of all classes. 
And with them 
may be deposited film records, showing the person­ 
ages in action. 
Posterity, then, as far removed from us as we are 
from the builders of the pyramids, may see and hear 
our great ones as they were in life. 
It will be a fas­ 
cinating way to preserve history, and will provide 
such means as have never before existed for the 
perpetuation of language, art and manners. 
Our 
civilization, in nearly all its important aspects, can be 
preserved for the illimitable future. 
That is, it can if our living civilization continues 
to carry on. bridging the gap between now and then.

The Soviet government of Russia is seeking the 
continuance of American famine relief and at the 
same time preparing to export its own grain to other 
countries. 
It is a situation at once amusing and per­ 
plexing.

money, and makes more money, therefore, than if 
it were advancing money to its correspondent under 
the other system.

We know of loans handled 
through the San Bernardino banks just now that 
are passed along to the Los Angeles correspondents 
of these home banks, because the loans are larger 
than the local banks wish to carry or than the law 
permits them to make. 
The difference in the two systems is Just this: 
If the bank is a local Institution, it makes the in­ 
terest profit and that is kept here at home, added 
to the bank’s surplus or distributed in dividends. If 
the bank is a branch of a big institution in Los An­ 
geles or San Francisco, the bank In Los Angeles 
or San Francisco makes that Interest profit, it is 
drawn from the country and goes into the city, and 
the branch bank becomes merely a collecting agency 
for the parent institution. 
As the Times says, there is no doubt the question 
is one of the impending issues in California, where 
the system has run riot. Perhaps in no other state 
has it approached what has developed here, and in 
some states there is a law against branch banks. 
In other states, branch banks are permitted in the 
same city as the parent bank. 
But in California 
the threat is that practically every financial In­ 
stitution In the state outside the two big cities will 
disappear in the omnivorous maw of these metro­ 
politan banks which at heart are as selfish as a 
Shylock, and which In time of stress, should that 
ever come, would naturally and of necessity favor 
the city at the expense of the country. 
Unless the business men of rural California wish 
to be tied to the chariot wheels of the metropolis, 
they will unite to insist on legislation that will stop 
the development where it is and as may be done 
without substantial loss or injury, compel the un­ 
scrambling of the financial omelette which has al­ 
ready been served.
